This year marks the 75th anni 
versary of the signing of the Civil 
Service Act. 
On January 16, 1883, 
President Chester Arthur 
signed 
this act into law, firmly establish 
ing a merit system and a Civil 


)y,

made possible by this law 
Because the 
Federal 
Govern 
ment is interested in the best qual 
ified worker for each job, the Civil 
Service Commission provides for 
competitive examinations. 
These 
examinations are open to all cit 
izens and appointments to the fed 
eral service are’made from a reg 
ister of eligible participants. 
To 
a citizen applying for a federal 
position, the merit system estab 
lished by the Civil Service Act is 
a guarantee that he may qualify 
for a job on ability alone, and that 
he will not be discriminated against 
because of race, religion, national 
origin, or political affiliation. 
It 
entitles one as a federal employee 
to consideration for promotion and 
protection from dismissal on the 
same basis. 
The citizen who is not employed 
in the federal service and not seek­ 
ing employment is also assured, 
by the merit system, that the pet) 
pie who are .selected to fill posi­ 
tions in federal service will be the 
best qualified of those available, 
and that they will be of high moral 
standards. 
No longer does a change of ad 
ministration mean a federal per­ 
sonnel mass change, with its evil 
of bringing the functions of gov 
em inent to a complete standstill 
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Today 
because of the merit sys­ 
tem, a group of capable people 
carry out the essential government 
service programs required by the 
American people on a continuing 
basis. 
Thus, all citizens share a 
feeling of be onging to a secure 
and stable government. 


Actually, public opinion played 
a big part in the passage of the 
Civil Service Act ir 1883 after Pres 
ident Garfield was assassinated by 
a disappointed job seeker. ^Public 
opinion is also a potent force in to 
day’s government. It is important, 
therefore, that we as Civil Service 
employees exert every effort to 
live up to President Eisenhower’s 
statement of 1956, when he said: 
“Nowhere in the world have I met 
more efficiency, more dedication, 
more readiness to put in hours 


without 
counting 
them on tho 
clock, than I have among the Civil 
Service.” 
All employees of the Social Se­ 
curity Administration are covered 
by the Civil Service Act.
